Here are eight states of life that if 
any man should live in until death 
overtakes him he shall have his part 
in the lake of fire. 

“But the fearful, and unbelieving. 
and the abominable, and murderers, 
and whoremongers, and sorcerers, and 
idolaters, and all liars, shall have their 
part in the lake which burneth with 
fire and brimstone: which is the sec- 
ond death.” Rev. 21:8. 

Now we notice the word fearful 


here means ungodly fear and would 
not only apply to the sinner but to 
some who have known the Lord in 
the pardon of their sins. When the dis- 
ciples of the Lord were only converi- 
ed they were fearful. Jesus said, Why 
are ye so fearful. This was before Je- 
sus had shed His blood to sanctify 
and before He had ascended back to 
heaven. He said, It is expedient for 
you that I go away. Jesus went and 
sent the Holy Ghost back to His be- 
lieving ones and when they had re 
ceived the Holy Ghost He shed abroad 
the love of God in the hearts of the 
believers. There is no fear in love but 
perfect love casteth out fear because 
fear hath torment. Now in these last 
days many have received the Holy 
Ghost but some have lost their first 
love causing them to receive a fear- 
ful spirit, causing them not to trust 
God like they should. We who know 
Christ, let’s go on unto perfection in 
love. Now if we live in this life with 
a fearful heart until death, our names 
will not be found written in the 
Lamb’s book of life, causing us to 
have a part in the lake of fire. Are 
you fearful? 

Next we notice the word “unbeliev- 
ing.” We term one an unbeliever who 
believes he can be saved from hell 
without being sanctified wholly thru 
the blood of Jesus Christ and without 
the Holy Ghost which speaketh in an 
unknown tongue, one who doesn’t be- 
lieve in the whole Bible. Now if death 
comes to divide the soul from the body 
and finds us an unbeliever, we shall 
not escape but shall have part in the 





lake which burneth with fire and 
brimstone. 
We also notice the text says “the 


abominable.” This means those who 
walk, act and live unbecoming to holi- 
ness, women wearing things pertain- 
ing to the man, men likewise wearing 
things pertaining to the woman, also 
those who are hateful and mean, these 
shall not escape but shall be punished 
in the lake of fire and brimstone. 

We notice the word “murderers.” A 
murderer is not only one who will 
take a person’s life but whosoever hat- 
eth his brother is a murderer. Moth- 
ers and fathers, don’t talk mean to 
your children and murder their hearts 
but chastize them in love. If we let 
death take us out of this world a 
murderer, we shall not escape but 
shall have a part in the lake of fire 
and be tormented in that flame. 

Whoremongers means those who 
pretend to be married when they are 
not, one who is not continued with his 
wife or husband, one who is of low 
principle and likes to be among that 
kind. These shall not escape but shall 
have part in the lake which burneth 
with fire and brimstone forevermore. 

Now we will consider the sorcerers, 
those who are possessed with evil 
spirits, studying and practicing and 
working the work of witchcraft. Now 
these shall not escape either but 
shall have a part in the lake of fire 
where there shall be weeping and 
crying. 

Now idolaters are those who wor- 
ship idols. Anyone will be lost if they 
leave this world in this condition. 

All liars shall have their part in 
the lake which burneth with fire and 
brimstone. A liar is anyone who will 
tell a thing one way when it is anoth- 
er way, one who will testify he is one 
thing when he is another. Mothers 
stand in danger when they tell their 
children they are going to beat their 
brains out or skin them alive. The 
Word says “all liars,” this means that 
all of them shall have their part in 
the lake of fire. This is the second 
death. Now let us as Christian work- 
ers be up and watching unto prayer, 
live a life separate from these eight 
classes if we expect to rise in the first 
resurrection.

I wonder if these who 
fail so much in their endurance, in- 
stead of getting that illuminating 
power thru the music and the bless- 
ings of others, don’t get just a thrill. 

There is much difference in this il- 
luminating power of God and a thrill. 
Webster says a thrill is a tremor or 
quiver or shiver of feeling or excite- 
ment saturating the entire body. A

The Church of God is still teaching 
the same doctrine that it taught all 
the time. We haven’t changed our 
tenets, teachings or practices based 
on the Word of God. We are still doing 
business at the same old stand and 
still uphold the long cherished princi- 
ples of the Church of God. 

Gathering from some reports some 
seem to think that the Church teaches 
that no one will be saved only those 
who belong to the Church of God. The 
Church has never taught or author- 
ized others to teach a doctrine of this 
kind. I have never heard any one make 
this remark from the sacred desk but 
I have heard of them making this 
statement and I want to say to the 
people that the Church does not teach 
this. We do teach that if we fail to 
walk in the light as it is shed on our 
pathway and strictly adhere to the 
teachings of the Word of God, we will 
be held responsible. Of course those 
who teach contrary to the Bible could 
not expect God’s favors. 

I think it shoulé be left entirely 
with the Lord as to whom He will 
show mercy. Of course there will be 
thousands who never had the privilege 
of hearing the Word taught and right- 
ly divided. The Church takes the Bi- 





ble for their man of counsel and __ the 
New Testament for their discipline | 
and practice. We are supposed tc 
rightly divide the Word of Truth. | 
There is not another organization that | 
I have ever heard of or met with that | 
has the Bible rightly divided and | 
strictly adhered to as the Church of 
God. The tenor of the Scriptures will 
bear us out in the name without a pre- 
fix or suffix. I think that men are out 
ot their place when they try to tel! 
the people exactly whom God _ will 
show favor in the day of the resurrec- 
tion and rapture. It should be our pur- 
pose to teach the Word of God, stand 
true, and lift up a standard for the peo- 
ple, but thousands are failing to keep 
the commandments as laid dowa in 
the Word of God. They will have to 
answer to God for that. I had 
some one to ask me, “Suppose you 
find a body of people who teach the 
very same thing the Church of God 
teaches?” I will answer that question 
by saying, When you do, it will be a 
Church of God. 

We believe that we are tn the Phila- 
delphian period and we read in Reve- 
lation,third chapter and latter clause 


of verse eight, “Thou hast a _ little 
strength, and hast kept my word, and 
hast not denied my name.” And in the 
tenth verse, “Because thou hast kept 
the word of my patience, I also will 
keep thee from the hour of temptation, 
which shall come upon all the world, to 
try them that dwell upon the earth.” 
The marginal reading is “tribulation.” 
This could not mean other than the 
last three and a half years of the seven 
years of the reign of the beast. We 
know that we are being tempted and 
tried now and the general tenor of 
the Scriptures teaches that we will 
have trials and tribulations in this 
world, but this is a special promise 
to the Philadelphian period and I am 
sure refers to the rapture. We also 
teach that the Church is Jesus’ body. 
I think the best thing for the Church 


of God and her ministry is to leave 
off such statements as would lead 
people to believe that we teach that 


no one will be saved only those who 
belong to the Church of God, and go 
in for the salvation of the world, stick 
to the Word of God, rightly divide it, 
and leave it with our Lord and Master 
as to who will be saved. I think we 
should shun any statements that would 
gender strife. 

The Church does not teach that all 
who belong to the Church of God as 
we see it will be in the rapture. In 
other words, to belong to the church 
without the Bible experiences would 
not assure any one of the rapture. 

The Church does not teach that 
you are born into the Church. We be- 
lieve that you get into the family of 
God and become an heir to the king- 
dom thru the new birth and all Chris- 
tians are the happy recipients of those 
things. But as to this literal, visible, 
organized Church, the Scriptures make 
it plain that God never left man out 
of His plan and it is too plain to be 
denied that He has committed His 
work of redemption and blessings in 
the hands of men. and that part of it 
that pertains to the spreading of the 
gospel and carrying the blessings of 
full salvation to the lost. The govern- 
ment of His visible Church is 
plain in the Scriptures and it is also 
plain that men have charge of it thru 
the directions of the Holy Ghost. 

I hope that this information will be 
a help to all those who are inquiring.
